OPERATING REVENUES 

Gross revenues show an increase of 9.1 per cent compared with previous year, and expenses show a decrease of 2.4 per 
cent. 

Passenger and freight revenue statistics appear in Statements Nos. 9 and 10 of this report. 

FREIGHT REVENUE: 75.2 per cent of the total operating revenues, increased $283,992.74, or 9.4 per cent. 

PASSENGER REVENUE: 11.7 per cent of the total operating revenues, decreased $22,828.49, or 4.3 per cent. 

OTHER REVENUE: Other transportation revenues increased...$97,420.69, or 32,7 per cent. 

Other operating revenues increased...$6,245.25, or 3.7 per cent. 
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MAINTENANCE OF WAY AND STRUCTURES 

Maintenance of Way and Structures expenses 11.08 per cent of the total operating revenues, and 14.26 per cent of the total 
operating expenses, increased $28,227.30, or 6.2 per cent.

CROSS TIES: 

There were 2,118 cross ties and 8 sets switch ties used in building new sidings and industrial tracks. 

There were 20,328 cross ties used in the repairs to main tracks. 

There were 3,153 cross ties and 19 sets of switch ties used in repairs to side tracks. 

Cross ties used in new work and replacements, 25,599 an average of 222 ties per mile of main track maintained. Aver¬ 
age cost per tie, $3.07. 


BALLAST: 

There were 5,167 cubic yards of crushed stone ballast used in maintenance and betterments of tracks, a decrease 
of 1,718 cubic yards as compared with previous year. 
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BRIDGES, TRESTLES AND CULVERTS: 

16,525 feet board measure of lumber were consumed in making repairs to trestles. 
There are no timber trestles under the main track. 

No timber culverts were repaired during the year. 


DEPOTS AND BUILDINGS: 

All buildings and platforms were fully maintained, consuming 5,813 feet board measure of lumber. 


MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT 

Maintenance of equipment expenses, 12.86 per cent of the total operating revenues and 16.56 per cent of the total operating 
expenses, decreased $28,918.00 or 4.9 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs per steam locomotive, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $5,772.35, a decrease of 
$3,832.80, or 39.9 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs of steam locomotives per mile run, excluding depreciation and retirements, was 36.46 cents as 
against 34.91 cents the preceding year, an increase of 4.4 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs per Diesel locomotive, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $13,577.90, an increase of 
$3,315.39, or 32.3 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs of Diesel locomotives per mile run, excluding depreciation and retirements, was 11.56 cents 
compared with 10.95 cents the preceding year, an increase of 5.6 per cent. 

The cost of repairs per passenger train car, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $2,757.47, a decrease of $56.05 or 
2.0 per cent. 


CONDITION OF EQUIPMENT: 

The following repairs were made to equipment during the year, as compared with the preceding year: 
Steam Locomotives: 

Number given heavy repairs 5, as compared with 7 last year. 

Number given light repairs 23, as compared with 33 last year. 

Passenger Cars: 

Number thoroughly overhauled, painted and varnished 7, as compared with 11 last year. 
Number given light repairs 66, as compared with 56 last year. 

Freight Cars: 

Number given heavy repairs 13, as compared with 18 last year. 

Number given light repairs 163, as compared with 215 last year. 


TRAFFIC EXPENSES 

Traffic expenses, 3.81 per cent of the total operating revenues and 4.91 per cent of the total operating expenses, decreased 
$585.17, or 0.3 per cent. 


TRANSPORTATION EXPENSES 

Transportation expenses, 43.73 per cent of the total operating revenues and 56.30 per cent of the total operating expenses 
decreased $73,237.44, or 3.7 per cent. 


GENERAL EXPENSES 


General expenses, 4.61 per cent of the total operating revenues and 5.93 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$10,387.24, or 5.4 per cent. 


ADDITIONS AND BETTERMENTS 


The net changes in property account during the year, as reflected by Statement No. 6, were as follows:

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AGRICULTURAL AND INDUSTRIAL 


The high level of industrial activity the first half of the year accelerated sharply following outbreak of Korean war, reach¬ 
ing record peaks at the year’s end. Three major and 16 small plants and warehouses were established and 5 industries ex¬ 
panded to be served by the Atlanta and West Point Rail Road Company. 

The peace time peak of industrial production and employment was accompanied by a decrease in all main crops with a 
12 per cent increase in value compared with previous year. 

Cotton-Cotton Seed: Cotton lint and seed increased 13 per cent in value from an 18 per cent smaller production. Average 
yield per acre 227 pounds compared with 181 pounds in 1949 and a 10 year average of 243 pounds. Production losses due to 
unseasonable weather and insect damage. Staple continued to improve. Oil mills operated at 75 per cent of capacity in 
season and cotton consumed by mills increased 15 per cent over 1949. 

Food and Feed Crops: Production decreased but record high prices increased value as compared with previous year. 
Farm products processed by local canneries, 4-H, F. F. A. members and in the family kitchen made good gains over 1949. 

Peaches: Very small crop due to late cold and frost following mild winter. Production 52 per cent and value 37 per cent 
less than 1949. Unit price of $3.90 per bushel compared with $2.95 in 1949 and 10-year average (1940-49) of $2.65 bushel. 

Livestock and Poultry: Quality, production and values continued at high levels throughout the year. Dairies expanded, 
herd improvement general. Freezer locker plants now well established over entire territory. 

Forestry: Cutting of trees for pulpwood exceeded previous years. Overcutting of larger trees continues serious and 
quality declining. Saw mills operated at record production. 

General: Soil improvement crops, pasturage and small grains made acreage gains but were severely damaged by cold 
weather. Fescue undamaged, but lupine eradicated. The farm plant was improved and much new machinery bought. 

Industrial and Agricultural prices were spiraling upward to inflationary levels at end of the year. 


GENERAL. 


WAGE INCREASES: 

Operating Groups: 

The long-negotiated differences affecting wages, hours of service and operating rules covering employment of members 
of four major organizations representing train-service employees were tentatively settled on December 21, 1950 at the White 
House. The tentative agreement provided, among other things, pay increases of 23^ per hour effective October 1, 1950, and 
additional 2^ per hour effective January 1, 1951 for yardmen, roadmen to receive bi per hour increase effective October 1, 1950 
and an additional 5^ per hour increase effective January 1, 1951. The tentative agreement also provided a quarterly adjust¬ 
ment of wages on basis of cost of living index (1 point to equal 1* per hour. First adjustment April 1, 1951. Base to be 176). 

Union members failed to ratify the tentative agreement of December 21, 1950 signed by their leaders, and early in Febru¬ 
ary unauthorized work stoppages occurred throughout the country. General Order No. 2, issued by the Secretary of the 
Army, required resumption of work and also granted workers the immediate application of approximately one-half the pay 
increases provided for in the White House agreement. 

Full application of the December 21, 1950 agreement, (exclusive of the cost of living adjustments) is estimated to increase 
operating expense of this company $63,276 for the year 1951. 


Non-Operating Groups: 

Under the terms of an agreement signed March 1, 1951, non-operating employees were granted an increase of 12i^ per hour 
effective February 1, 1951. This agreement also provides quarterly cost of living adjustments based on the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics Consumers’ Price Index, the first adjustment to be effective April 1, 1951, base to be 178. 

Increased charges from this source, (excluding the cost of living adjustments) will amount to approximately $167,000 an¬ 
nually. 

An examination of the accounts of the company has been made by Messrs. Haskins & Sells, Certified Public Accountants, 
whose certificate appears in this report. 

The Board takes pleasure in expressing its appreciation of the loyal and faithful services rendered by the Officers and 
Employees of the Company in the performance of their duties.
